HIGHWAY COMMISSIONER'S REPORT 



All major road improvements this year were made with 
the aid of State and W.P.A. funds. 

The West Road from the Village line to the Mead Cross- 
ing was built up with gravel at a cost of $455.20. Of this 
$254.25 was paid by the State. 

Surface treatment with tar was extended on Beaver 
Pond Road, Meadow Street, Gorham Bridge Road and Pleas- 
ant Street. This makes the following types of road sur- 
faces : — 

Gravel 11.35 miles 561/2 % 

Tar 8.00 miles 40% 

Concrete .70 miles ^\k% 

Total 20.05 miles

ous years. As the amounts given elsewhere in this report 
are made up of the work done last Spring and this Fall, it is 
interesting to know the total figures for the entire winter 
a year ago.

It is too early to predict what the figures will show for 
this winter. It is true however, that the demand for constant 
safe winter driving is increasing, and therefore it must be 
expected that the cost will increase. There is also the 
desire to have the work done at night when necessary, so the 
Night Patrolman is on duty again. 
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It seems advisable to further extend the surface treat- 
ment of the gravel roads with tar, and do some reconstruct- 
ing on the East Road and Main Street. This will be done 
as funds and proper help are available. 



W.P.A. Projects 

Road Improvement 

The storm drain system was enlarged by constructing 
and continuing existing storm drains on Pleasant Street, 
Warner Avenue and Williams Street. 

The portion of the Gorham Bridge Road from Pleasant 
Street north to the Covered Bridge was widened and re- 
graded, together with the widening of the cut on Pleasant 
Street near the Railroad overpass. 

Second year application of tar was given the new 
work of a year ago, and the treatment was extended on sec- 
tions of Beaver Pond Road, Pleasant Street, Meadow Street 
and Gorham Bridge Road. 

A large portion of the necessary fill for Elm Street 
Extension has been placed, but it is not completed. 

Sidewalks 

This type of project has been operating for several 
years, but this year much has been completed and recon- 
ditioned. New sidewalks were constructed of cement, con- 
crete and marble slabs. Portions of the old sidewalks that 
were rough, broken and low were resurfaced and regraded. 
Time will tell which type is most desirable. The resurfacing 
of old sidewalks was done under contract with some local 
help. The cement sidewalks were made with the aid of two 
carloads of cement which were given by W.P.A. as a part 
of the project. The Vermont Marble Company donated full 
size slabs for the marble sidewalks. 

Work was completed on the foll9wing streets: 

Reconditioned Tar: 

West St., School St., North St. and High St. 

New Cement: 

Gibbs St., West St., Olympus Road and Curtis St. 

Marble Slabs: 

Holden Ave. and Olympus Road 
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Main Street Overpass 

After considering this project for several years it has 
finally been undertaken and completed. This bridge over 
the railroad now has a 24-foot roadway with two six-foot 
sidewalks, as does the Marble Bridge. 

An entirely new floor was constructed but the general 
appearance remains unchanged. Two new steel girders 
were added and additional plates were welded to the six old 
girders. 

Elm Street Houses 

This project covers the improvements to the four houses 
on Elm Street which the Town purchased a year ago. Cement 
floors were laid in the basements, the exteriors have been 
painted and the interiors are now being improved. Com- 
plete bath rooms are being provided along with other neces- 
sary improvements. 

N. Y.A. 

About ten young men have worked on this project which 
carried over from last year. Work was done in the Town 
Forest, and since Summer, work around school grounds and 
playgrounds.

REPORT OF BOARD OF SELECTMEN 



On January 31, 1940, the Town of Proctor closed an- 
other year of public activities. 

The Selectmen, serving as your agents find it difficult 
to put in print all the problems presented to us for solution. 
We are pleased that so many on relief rolls have secured 
private employment. We appreciate the efforts of some now 
on relief in helping themselves by planting large gardens 
and cutting their own fire wood. Those avoiding self help 
should cease expecting continual town aid. Taxes can be 
lowered by more self assistance and less town assistance. 
Aid given by the town is considered a loan and we feel it 
just not to print the names of individuals receiving direct 
relief. The town has already been repaid by many that 
have been assisted. 

The Clothing Center is now located in the East School 
Building. This year 2175 garments were made and given 
out to the needy. 

Generous allotments of Government commodities came 
to Proctor for distribution to relief and near relief families. 

There are three families in town receiving Mother's 
Aid, one $66.00 a month, one $30.00 a month and one $17.34. 

The State has granted old age assistance to eighteen 
residents. We are pleased to include this statement from 
Mr. Simpson. 

''Payment of Old Age Assistance to persons applying 
from your Town amounted to $3,137.50'' 

Because of the local econonvic condition the W.P.A. roll 
has been reduced from about 60 to below 30. Many returned 
to private employment, others have moved away and a few 
have retired. Since early Fall some were dropped for one 
month because of having 18 months continuous service. 

This was a hardship for those who could not find other 
work, and so additional Town work was provided to help 
out some cases. 

As an experiment, and in order to satisfy various con- 
tentions, the Town has just purchased a dump truck. This 
will be used as needed on road work and relief projects. 
After a year's operation it will be plain whether ownership 
or rental of trucks is the better policy. An extention to the 
present Town Garage and Warehouse is to be built to 
house this truck and other equipment such as the road, 
machine and snowplow. • 
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A portable steam boiler was purchased last spring. 
This, is often used in the spring to thaw culverts and catch 
basins. 

Only a small portion of the money voted for mosquito 
control was used, as nature helped more than all money 
could buy. Some ditching was done in the southerly portion 
of the Town where a large quantity of m.osquitoes were 
found to be breeding. Extreme dry weather throughout 
the summer killed many and prevented others from hatch- 
ing. With the aid of the weather and watching the breed- 
ing places it is hoped that the Town may be free from the 
pests this summer. 

The Selectmen have joined *'The Association of Town, 
City and County Officials of Rutland County". We feel it 
is a benefit to Proctor for us to become acquainted with the 
officials of other towns and keep better posted on our wel- 
fare families living in various towns. 

We ask the cooperation of all citizens to help correct 
the attitude and actions of those who have torn down and 
destroyed public road signs, guard rails and electric lights. 

Words are lacking to properly brand the one who re- 
moved and smashed the light bulbs on our community Christ- 
mas tree. 

Following the custom of several years the various Town 
Officers have made their printed reports as concise as pos- 
sible. The detailed items covering all the activities of the 
Town are on file with the Treasurer and are available for 
the inspection of any taxpayer upon request. 

It is with gratitude that the Selectmen again ac- 
knowledge the splendid cooperation received from the State 
and Federal Officials who have aided them in the various 
governmental activities which concern the Town. The as- 
sociation with them has been most cordial and their courte- 
ous assistance has been very helpful. The Selectmen are 
also grateful to all the citizens of the community for their 
continued cooperation and good will. We welcome any con- 
structive criticisms or suggestions from any resident that 
will help us to give better service to the community.

HEALTH OFFICER'S REPORT 



Our community has been unusually free from con- 
tagious diseases during the current year. The only cases 
reported were one each of scarlet fever, chicken pox, measles 
and poliomyelitis. 

The ^'Summer Round-Up'' of the younger children, 
under the auspices of the Proctor Parent-Teacher Associ- 
ation, was very ably conducted by Mrs. Francis Ives and 
her assistants. Diphtheria toxoid inoculations were given 
to. seventy-seven pre-school children. Sixty-eight pre-school 
and fifty-one school children were vaccinated against small 
pox. 

Other duties required of the Health Officer have been 
inspections of suspected contagious disease, several of which 
were made. 

Favorable reports were received from the State Lab- 
oratory on all water samples sent from the village supply.

The legal voters in Town Meeting of the Town of Proctor, Vermont 
are hereby notified and warned to meet at the Village Hall, in the Village of 
Proctor, on Tuesday the 5th day of March A. D. 1940, at 1:00 o'clock P. M. to 
vote on the following matters, to wit: 

1. To choose a Moderator to govern said meeting. 

2. To vote on the following questions: 

Shall licenses for the sale of malt and vinous beverages be grant- 
ed in this town? 
Shall spirituous liquors be sold in this town? 

3. To vote oh the following questions: 

Shall baseball be permitted on Sunday in this town? 

Shall moving pictures be permitted on Sunday in this town? 

Shall lectures and concerts be permitted on Sunday in this town? 

4. To hear and act upon the reports of the Town Officers. 

5. To see if the Town will empower and authorize the Selectmen to ap- 
point one or two Road Commissioners. 

6. To choose the necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to raise more than twenty cents on the 
dollar highway tax as required by law, and to take advantage of the provi- 
sions of No. 101 of the Acts of 1937. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to raise money by taxation or otherwise 
to pay current expenses, such State taxes as are required by law and the in- 
debtedness of the Town. 

9. To see when the taxes voted and State taxes assessed shall be payable. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to accept the provisions of Sections 785 
to 791 inclusive of the Public Laws, for the collection of taxes by the Town 
Treasurer.
